Oilsands companies won’t meet target for tailings cleanup: Study 



An environmental think- 
tank says few of Alberta’s 
oilsands companies will 
be able to meet new 
provincial rules on clean¬ 
ing up their vast, expand¬ 
ing and highly toxic 
tailings ponds. 

The Pembina Institute re¬ 
viewed the cleanup plans 
of nine different oilsands 
projects and concluded 
that only two — both 
owned by Suncor — will be 
able to meet rules enacted 
last Febraaiy by the provin¬ 
cial regulator. 

“Companies have sub¬ 
mitted plans that don’t 
comply with the directive,” 
Simon Dyer, one of the co¬ 
authors of the report, said 
yesterday. 

“It’s essential for the 


will meet those timelines. 

Canadian Natural Re¬ 
sources doesn’t plan to 
start collecting diy tailings 
until 2015 and won’t be 
completely compliant until 
2025. Imperial Oil’s Kearl 
project won’t have its first 
dry disposal site until 2018. 

Shell’s Muskeg River 
mine won’t meet the rules 
until 2019; its Jaclcpine 
project will take until 
2027. Syncrude’s three 
projects will all be several 
years late. 

“The international com¬ 
munity is looking closely 
to see if the governments 
of Alberta and Canada are 
serious about environmen¬ 
tal management of this in- 
dustiy,” said Dyer.

robbery Edmonton police 
are on the hunt for a sus¬ 
pect after a cabbie was as¬ 
saulted in the west end 
yesterday morning. 

Police say a cab driver 
picked up a lone male 
shortly before 4 a.m. near 
154 Street and Stony 
Plain Road who wanted to 
be dropped off at an 
industrial area west of 
the city limits. He also 
wanted a lift back into 
the city, said police. 

Police say once the driv¬ 
er dropped off the male 
near 124 Street and 116 
Avenue, the suspect 
threatened the cabbie 
and demanded cash. 

But despite being 
injured, the cabbie 
successfully fought off his 
attacker and escaped. 

City police said the 
attacker drove off with 
the taxi. 

Police say the car was 
recovered near Mayfield 
Road a few hours later. 

The suspect is 
described as a 30-year-old 
male of average height 
and a stocky build. Police 
say the man could be na¬ 
tive. A photo was released 
to the media in the early 
afternoon. 

Detectives with the po¬ 
lice service’s West 
Division are continuing 
with the investigation.

Edmonton-area seniors 
are handing out 
thousands of dollars to 
fraudsters who trick them 
into thinking they are 
their grandchildren who 
need bail money to get 
out of jail, said Edmonton 
police. 

In all of the cases, city 
cops say a man calls his vic¬ 
tims over the phone, claim¬ 
ing to be their grandson 
while demanding wire 
money transfers for several 
thousand dollars. 

An elderly woman from 
the Leduc area fell victim to 
the scam and was defraud¬ 
ed out of $9,000, police 
said. 

Investigators also believe 
there are other victims in 
the western United States 
and two seniors in Graven- 
hurst, Ont., who have been 
duped into sending thou¬ 
sands of dollars to Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“Most of these are just 
random calls and what they 
will do is they’ll say, ‘Hi 
grandma, this is your 
favourite grandson call¬ 
ing,”’ said Det. Mark John¬ 
son with the police service’s 
economic crime division. 

“They will ask, ‘Do you 
know who this is?’ hoping 
they will identify the grand¬ 
son.” 


Johnson said the thieves 
are getting smarter by “do¬ 
ing their research over the 
Internet” to find out who 
their victims’ grandsons or 
granddaughters are. 

“They can get everything 
from seniors’ residences 
over the Internet, and if 
they are listed in the phone 
book, they can get names 
and do research based on 
the names,” said Johnson. 

The fraudsters use fake 
identification to collect the 
cash, and once it is trans¬ 
ferred, it’s hard for police to 
track it down, said the de¬ 
tective. 

Clayton Sach, a retired 
Edmonton police officer, 
said his 91-year-old mother 
was duped into sending 
$5,000 through a wire 
transfer last week. 

Sach said someone called 
his mother, claiming that 
he was his son who con¬ 
fessed that Sach was 
charged with drunk driving 
and he needed bail money 
to get him out of jail. 

“He said, ‘Don’t tell any¬ 
body,”’ said Sach. “He 
sounded so distraught that 
my mother couldn’t recog¬ 
nize the voice.” 

Johnson said the crime 
has been happening since 
2007 and roughly 130 com¬ 
plaints have been made to 
Phone Busters. 

He advised seniors to be 
suspicious when asked for 
money over the phone.

21 deaths. 

“There is definitely an en¬ 


emy presence mixed in 
with a complex tribal fabric 
that makes it a tough fight,” 
said Hodges. 

The change in the bound¬ 
aries of Canada’s area of op¬ 
erations are part of a more 
general shalceup of NATO 
activities in the south ahead 
of Obama’s decision on 
troop levels in Afghanistan.

ernment is well aware of 
how many jobs are being 
created through its mas¬ 
sive infrastructure stimu¬ 
lus spending, but is em¬ 
barrassed to publish the 
numbers, the Liberals are 
charging. 

The Conservatives have 
always maintained that 
they do not track the job 
creation that stems from 
their $ 16-billion effort to 
cushion the blow of the re¬ 
cession. 

But Liberal MP Gerard 
Kennedy produced paper¬ 
work yesterday from the 
Ottawa-Ontario agreement 
on the Infrastructure Stim¬ 
ulus Fund. The form 
shows that the federal gov¬ 
ernment required munici¬ 
palities to report how 
many jobs they expected 
to create. 


Kennedy said similar 
protocols exist for other 
stimulus programs such as 
the Knowledge Infrastruc¬ 
ture Program and Recre¬ 
ational Infrastructure 
Canada, requiring recipi¬ 
ents of federal money to 
report how many posi¬ 
tions they intend to cre¬ 
ate, and over what time 
period. 

“They know. What they 
don’t want to do is tell,” 
Kennedy told reporters. 
“They’re doing that for 
one reason. It’s because 
their projects are failing.” 

He accused the Conser¬ 
vatives of suppressing that 


information from the pub¬ 
lic because the job-cre¬ 
ation numbers are shame¬ 
fully low. He said his re¬ 
search has shown that on¬ 
ly a small proportion of 
the projects that have 
been announced are actu¬ 
ally underway, implying 
weak job creation so far. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty is releasing his 
fourth update on stimulus 
spending today in Win¬ 
nipeg. Federal sources say 
he will report that 12,000 
projects have been an¬ 
nounced so far, with 8,000 
of them already underway.

t looks as if A1 Jazeera 
is coming to a TV near 
you. Maybe as close as 
your living room, if 
you have cable. 

Last week, the CRTC ap¬ 
proved A1 Jazeera English 
(AJE), the Qatar-based Eng¬ 
lish-language version of 
the most popular news 
network in the Muslim 
world, and the cable com¬ 


panies are lining up to car¬ 
ry the signal. 

This is in marked con¬ 
trast to the last round, in 
2003, when its sister net¬ 
work, AJA (A1 Jazeera 
Arab), tried for a licence in 
Canada and was vigorously 
opposed. This time, there 
were 2,600 submissions to 
the CRTC in favour. What 
a difference a few years 
makes. 

I don’t know if, as A1 
Jazeera claims, that the 
AJE and AJA are really two 
different organizations. I 
mean, really. But according 
to the CRTC, AJE “will ex¬ 
pand the diversity of edito¬ 
rial points of view in the 
Canadian broadcasting sys¬ 



tem.” And we’re all for 
that. 

Of course, if you stop to 
think about it for a 
minute, that seems to im¬ 
ply that there is no one 
standard, grade-A version 
of the truth, 


and the only way we can 
snag that elusive commod¬ 
ity is to net it with a diver¬ 
sity of editorial points of 
view. 

If news organizations 
such as A1 

Jazeera 
(and to be 
fair, Fox 
News, the 
BBC, 
Global, 
NBC, CBC, 
etc.) were 
all as ob¬ 
jective as 
they claim 
to be, 
wouldn’t they 
all be broadcast¬ 
ing the same, true 


stories? 

And how far will we go 
with this diversity of edi¬ 
torial opinion notion? If 
TTVN (Taliban TV Net¬ 
work) wanted access to 
the nation’s living rooms, 
how would the CRTC re¬ 
spond? 

Let me point out quickly 
that I’m pretty much in 
favour of the AJE applica¬ 
tion. I know its managing 
director Tony Burman pret¬ 
ty well. We used to work 
together at the CBC and 
spent many shifts trying to 
figure what to put on or 
what not to put on The 
Journal. There was nothing 
in his demeanour to indi¬ 
cate terrorist tendencies. 


Once in a while he got a lit¬ 
tle grumpy, but that might 
have been the takeout we 
were forced to consume. 

Still, if objectivity and 
truth exist totally in the 
eye of the beholder, will 
we ever really have any ba¬ 
sis for agreement? 

This problem is nothing 
new. In fact, it originated 
in the Middle East, even 
before the invention of tel¬ 
evision. It was called the 
Tower of Babel: Mass con¬ 
fusion, 24/7. 

Is it really so different to¬ 
day?

President Barack Obama 
ordered an additional 
30,000 U.S. troops into 
Afghanistan yesterday 
night, but balanced the 
buildup with a pledge to 
impatient Americans to 
begin withdrawing U.S.

Obama unveiled his 
plans in a long-anticipated, 
high-profile speech broad¬ 
cast from the U.S. Militaiy 
Academy at West Point, 
N.Y., in what could become 
a defining moment of his 
presidency and a political 
gamble that may weigh 
heavily on his chances for 
a second White House 


term. 

The presi¬ 
dent said his 
new policy 
was de¬ 
signed to 
“bring this 
war to a suc¬ 
cessful con¬ 
clusion.” 

The buildup will begin al¬ 
most immediately — the 
first Marines will be in 
place by Christmas — and 
will cost $30 billion for the 
first year alone. 

“We must deny al-Qaida 
a safe haven,” Obama said, 
stating militaiy goals for a 
war that has dragged on 


for eight years. 

“We must reverse the 
Taliban’s momentum ... 
And we must strengthen 
the capacity of 
Afghanistan’s security 
forces and government.” 

The speech represents 
the start of a campaign to 
restore support for the war 
effort among a public 
grown pessimistic about 
success — and among 
some fellow Democrats in 
Congress waxy of spending 
billions more dollars and 
putting tens of thousands 
more U.S. soldiers and 
Marines in harm’s way.

Mom smothers baby 
on flight by accident 


A breast-feeding mother 
accidentally smothered her 
four-week old child aboard 
a United Airlines flight 
from Washington, D.C., to 
Kuwait, a British tabloid re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The Sun newspaper said 
the mother, who it said 
was a 29-year-old Egyptian- 
born woman, fell asleep as 
she breast-fed on the jet 
and awoke to find that the 
child had been smothered. 
The paper said the plane 
was diverted to London’s 


Heathrow in an attempt to 
save the baby’s life. 

The paper cited an un¬ 
named police source in its 
reporting. Scotland Yard 
confirmed that a United 
Airlines plane had been di¬ 
verted to Heathrow in late 
November after reports 
that a four-week-old girl 
was in distress. 

The police said in a state¬ 
ment that the baby was 
taken to a nearby hospital, 
where she was pro¬ 
nounced dead. It added 


that an autopsy had been 
performed, but results 
were still pending. 

“The death is being treat¬ 
ed as unexplained and the 
Child Abuse Investigation 
Team is investigating the 
circumstances,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

Scotland Yard did not go 
into further detail, al¬ 
though Britain’s Press As¬ 
sociation news agency re¬ 
ported that such investiga¬ 
tions were standard prac¬ 
tice.

Oilers dead in the water 

Loss of Hemsky and his points leaves team in a tough spot

A bandon all hope, 
ye Oilers fans? 
That flicker of 
optimism, that 
spark with the 
potential for inferno, was 
drubbed into the boards 
by the most unlikely of 
suspects, L.A.’s Michal 
Handzus, last week. And 
no, Ales Hemsky is not 
coming back, unfortu¬ 
nately. 

The loss of Edmonton’s 
most dangerous offensive 
player over the past several 
years to a season-ending 
shoulder injury puts the 
Oilers in the most precari¬ 
ous of positions right now. 

Simply put, dead in the 
water. 

Too soon? Perhaps, but 
the Oilers are already bat¬ 
tling injuries to several 
other key players (Nikolai 
Khabibulin, Mike Comrie, 
Denis Grebeshlcov) and the 
team doesn’t have the 
depth to withstand the loss 
of Hemsky, who has led Ed¬ 
monton in scoring every 
year since the lockout, 


even when he has missed 
chunks of time to previous 
maladies. 

There are, to be fair, two 
options. 

The first would be for 
Dustin Penner to continue 
his torrid pace all the way 
through the spring. Right 
now, Penner is on track to 
hit 91 points, which is way 
more than Hemsky ever 
produced in a season and 
would be the best result 
for an Oiler since Doug 
Weight had 104 points 
back in 1995-96. But with 
the loss of Hemsky, an of¬ 
fensive trickster if there 
ever was one, teams will 
now be able to focus more 
attention than ever on Pen¬ 


ner, so the young power 
forward must actually 
ramp his game up even 
more if he wants to carry 
this team. 

The second more dreary 
option is to throw fun out 
the window and play solid, 
defensive hockey. This 
would be a departure for 
head coach Pat Quinn — 
whose Toronto squads fre¬ 
quently led the Northeast 
Division in scoring during 
his tenure — but not asso¬ 
ciate coach Tom Renney, 
whose New York Rangers 
teams were usually in line 
with the defensive New 
Jersey Devils in terms of 
goals-against. 

The problem with this 


option is that the 
Blueshirts had Henrik 
Lundqvist in net; the Oilers 
do not have that luxury. 
Edmonton has been 
outscored on the season 
80-90 and with Detroit 
next on the docket, that’s 
likely not getting any bet¬ 
ter soon. 

So batten down the 
hatches, folks, because Ed¬ 
monton’s brain trust has 
been backed into a corner 
and will need to get very 
creative in order to survive 
the season.

See some bullying in the Dragons’ Den tonight 


t takes two to tango. 
And you could say the 
same about workplace 
bullying. There has to 
be a bully, someone us¬ 
ing their power or personal¬ 
ity to intimidate a co-work¬ 
er or subordinate — but 
there also has to be a ‘vic¬ 
tim’ to accept that unfair 
treatment. 

I found myself thinking 
about this after seeing 
tonight’s episode of Drag¬ 
ons’ Den. A woman gets 
flamed by the Dragons, and 


it reminded me of the time 
a pitcher complained to me 
that she felt she’d been bul¬ 
lied in the Den. 

It’s true that the Dragons 
are rich and powerful, and 
that they are sometimes 
very critical of the entrepre¬ 
neurs who are asking for in¬ 
vestment — but who 
wouldn’t ask plenty of 
tough questions when 
asked to hand over hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars? It’s the Dragons’ own 
money these people want. 


Even so, sometimes, it’s 
difficult to watch rookies go 
head-to-head with true pros. 
The powerful vs. powerless 
dynamic can appear to be 
akin to bullying. 

But who is truly power¬ 
less? Tonight Claire Copp 
from Abbotsford, B.C., 
stands up to Kevin O’Leaiy 
as he attacks her business 
plan. (“Ooh, I like her now,” 
says Dragon Robert Her- 
javec, in praise of her spirit). 
Randy Thompson of Victo¬ 
ria, B.C. fought fire with fire 


earlier in the season, calling 
Kevin a variety of nasty 
names when he criticized 
Randy’s board game. 

Anyone can do that — the 
show has no rules about 
how the Dragons and pitch¬ 
ers have to interact. 

But it’s not easy to take 
on someone who seems big¬ 
ger and stronger. And sadly 
when it comes to the work¬ 
place, bullying isn’t uncom¬ 
mon. 

Most experts advise peo¬ 
ple with bullying colleagues 


to consult a trusted mentor. 
Often someone older and 
more experienced can offer 
ideas about how to react in 
tense situations. 

If confrontation feels too 
dangerous or distressing, 
and if you work in company 
with a Human Resources 
department, someone there 
may be able to intervene on 
your behalf, and mediate. 

In any work environment 
though, the key is to recog¬ 
nize that you are a valuable 
contributor, and that no one

has a right to intimidate 
you. If you can draw on the 
strength of that knowledge, 
you can simply refuse to be 
drawn into a bullying see 
nario. It takes two, after all.

"he Millennials are 
coming! They’re 
coming over the 
hills, armed with 
newly minted driv¬ 
ing licenses, numerous tex¬ 
ting and music devices, and 
a whole bunch of unique to 
them expectations about 
the automotive experience. 

I say we run for cover. 

But the automakers can’t 
wait to embrace them, no 
doubt already tired of deal¬ 
ing with cranky baby 
boomers and their ever- 
changing lifestyles, as well 
as the generation after that, 
those jaded generation-X 
types. 

The Millennial Genera¬ 
tion is variously referred to 
as Generation Y, Generation 
Next, the Net Generation, 
or the Echo Boom. Either 
way, they are the demo¬ 
graphic with birth dates be¬ 
tween the mid-1970s and 
the 1990s — the children of 
the baby boomers. 

Other than that baby 
boom, they are the largest 
group moving through the 
North American popula¬ 
tion. In the U.S, about 
11,000 reach driving age 
every day. 

Some automakers are 
more than ready to fulfill 
their needs. But before you 
do that, you have to figure 
what are their needs are, 
and how they tick. 

One company that did 
lots of research in this area 
was Ford, in preparation for 
the North American launch 
of Fiesta, which precisely 
targets Millennials (as well 
as, ironically, their parents, 
who are now de-nesting, 
and ditching big houses and 
big SUVS for condos and 
smaller cars). 


The North American Fies¬ 
ta actually debuts today, at 
the L.A. auto show. Last 
week some auto scribes, in¬ 
cluding yours truly, were in 
Dearborn, Mich., to get a 
“deep dive” into everything 
Fiesta. Sheryll Connelly, 
Ford’s global trends and fh- 
turing manager, told us 
what Ford had learned 
about Millennials. So here 
are the bullet points (para¬ 
phrased)... 

• They grew up in the era of 
urbanization. They are 
drawn to cities, and enjoy 
the 24/7 flavour of city life. 

• They grew up in the era of 
miniaturization of prod¬ 
ucts, mostly electronics. 
Consequently, they under¬ 
stand bigger isn’t necessari¬ 
ly better. 

• They grew up in the era of 
sustainability. They view 
overbuying as irresponsible. 

• They don’t yet have an au¬ 
to brand they are loyal to. 

• They never expect to be 
disconnected from their 
friends and activities, via 
electronic communication 
thingies. Being in a car 
should not disrupt this 
whatsoever. 

• They are used to being 
chauffeured in their par¬ 
ent’s upscale vehicles. They 
wouldn’t know what to do 
with a window crank. Liv¬ 
ing rooms have central air 
and DVD players, and so do 
SUVs. 

• They grew up in a period 
of heavy consumption and 
prosperity. They are young, 
but savvy consumers. They 
live for finding designer 
products at discount prices. 

• They’re not interested in 
“making do” with cheaper 
products, like an econobox 
starter car. They have a 
sense of entitlement. 

• Compared to previous 
generations, they wait a bit 
longer before purchasing 
their first vehicle; because 
driver education and insur¬ 
ance are more expensive 
than they used to be, and 
because parents didn’t 
mind driving them around 
(some parents say it was the

only quality time they got 
with their ungrateful 
teenagers). Also, in this digi¬ 
tal age, there seems to be 
less of a need to be physical¬

Twitter, not television. 

The final point for today; 
Millennium types like driv¬ 
ing and consider it fun, but 
don’t slobber over the auto¬ 
mobile as a focal point of

survey Nine out of ten U.S. 
drivers say they have en¬ 
gaged in distracting and 
potentially dangerous ac¬ 
tivities while driving, ac¬ 
cording to a survey by U.S.- 
based FindLaw.com.

New York walk tour shows where the U.S. president cut his intellectual teeth in the 1980s 


Jeremiah Miller calls the 
time Barack Obama spent 
in New York “the lost 
years/’ because that peri¬ 
od from 1981 to 1985 is 
not as well-known as his 
roots in Hawaii or his 
recent years in Chicago. To 
fill in the gap, Miller offers 
a tour of Upper 
Manhattan called 
“Obama’s New York.” 

The two-hour $25 walk¬ 
ing tour includes stops at 
Columbia University, a 
Harlem subway station, 
and the street where the 
man who now sleeps in 
the White House once 
slept in an alley. 

“I became intrigued by 
the fact that not much is 
known about his life dur¬ 
ing this period, but this 
was a pivotal time for 
him,” said Miller. “He was 
searching for himself. He 
felt he didn’t fit in. That’s 
why he came to New York 
— to find community.” 

Obama completed his 
college degree at Columbia 
University in 1983, having 
transferred there as a jun¬ 
ior from Occidental Col¬ 
lege in Los Angeles. After 
college, he worked in 
Harlem for the New York 
Public Interest Research 
Group, a job that led to 
community organizing in 
Chicago. Obama even 
opens his memoir, Dreams 
from My Father, with a 
scene in New York. It was 
the day he got the news 
that his Kenyan father was 
dead. Miller pauses on a 
sidewalk while leading the 
tour to narrate that dra¬ 
matic opening passage 
from the book, as he reads 
aloud Obama’s recollec¬ 
tion of the phone call from

a relative in Kenya: 

‘“Can you hear me? I say, 
your father is dead.’...

Miller reads another pas¬ 
sage from the memoir 
while standing on 109th

up in an alleyway.” 

He was supposed to stay 
in an apartment at 142 W. 
109th St., and eventually 


he did move in, but no¬ 
body was home when he 
arrived. After several other 
stops, the tour ends by 
hopping on the No. 1 train 
and heading uptown to 
City College in Harlem. 

Here Obama worked for 
NYPIRG, organizing stu¬ 
dents on issues like recy¬ 
cling. He also lobbied to 
have the 137th Street sub¬ 
way station cleaned up. 

Miller contends that the 
time Obama spent in New 
York put the future presi¬ 
dent on a path of activism 
and community service 
that eventually led to the 
White House. 

“It was where Barry the 
boy became Barack the 
man,” Miller said. “He may 
not have found his com¬ 
munity, but he did find 
himself.” the associated press

It’s an overcast Saturday 
afternoon, and inside a 
swanky, Manhattan hotel 
room, Natalie Portman 
delicately sips on a cup of 
tea. 

“Fve been doing inter¬ 
views since I was 12,” mus¬ 
es the 28-year old, al¬ 
most incredulous¬ 
ly. For her latest 
film, Brothers, 
in theatres Fri¬ 
day, she plays a 
mother — and a 
heartbreakingly 
courageous one, 
too — for the veiy first 
time. 

It’s tempting to assume 
the sole purpose of director 
Jim Sheridan’s film, the tale 
of Sam Cahill, (Tobey 
Maguire) a Marine gone 
missing in Afghanistan, is 
to exhibit America’s never- 
ending war. On the con- 
traiy, Brothers, which also 
features Jake Gyllenhaal as 
Cahill’s wayward and ffesh- 
out-of-jail brother, is an un¬ 
flinching look at conflict’s 
more intimate face — 
namely, the families it rav¬ 
ages and ruptures along the 
way. 

“I don’t think this is a 
veiy political movie,” 
claims Portman. A welcome 
respite from the self-pro- 
claimed “cute girl parts” 
that are often thrust her 
way, she plays militaiy wife 
Grace Cahill with a tena¬ 
ciousness that she attrib¬ 
utes to her extensive re¬ 
search: She spent time with 
her real-life counterparts 
prior to shooting. 

“I was surprised at how 
calm and strong these 
women were,” Portman 



says. “I guess it’s a histori¬ 
cal feminine trait ... to be 
able to rise to the occasion.” 

Portman is certainly on 
the rise, though she’s get¬ 
ting tired of the constant 
shuttling that life as an A- 
list actress requires. “I’m a 
total gypsy,” she confesses, 
“but at a certain point, you 
can’t really have a life.” She 
has just wrapped shooting 
North Ireland for

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Pan-fried Steaks 
with Italian Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 sirloin steaks, trimmed 
2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

1 onion, finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
14 oz (398 ml) can 
chopped tomatoes 
6-3/4 tbsp (100 ml) white 
or red wine 

2/3 lb (300 g) tagliatelle 

1 tbsp (15 ml) capers, 
drained and rinsed 

12 pitted black or green 
olives, halved 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh basil 

METHOD: 

1. Rub steaks with 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) olive oil and some 
black pepper. Heat large 
fiying pan; cook steaks, 
about 2-1/2 minutes per 
side for rare, 4 minutes 
per side for medium, and 
7 minutes per side for well 
done. Remove to plate us¬ 
ing slotted spoon and 


keep warm. 

2. Add remaining oil to 
pan, then add onion and 
garlic, and cook gently 5 
minutes or until softened. 
Stir in tomatoes and wine. 
Cook gently 5-10 minutes, 
stirring occasionally 

to break down tomatoes. 

3. While sauce is cooking, 
cook pasta according to 
package instructions. 
Drain. Stir capers into 
sauce with olives and 
basil; season to taste. 

4. Return steaks to frying 
pan to heat through, 
spooning sauce over meat. 
Divide pasta among four 
plates. Serve steak and 
sauce over top.
